The Interests of employers and employées were sefn 
to bo sharply opposed. Great strikes took place 
(like the miner strike and the general strike in WM) 
but were un.-;iicccssful duo to week-kneed leadership. 
With the onset of tho depression In lOliO a growing 
group demanded more decisive action against the 
"economy" policy xif the government and employers. 
A strong movement among the unemployed, largely 
influenced by the Communist itariy, and often meet- 
ing opposition from tho old trade union leadership, 
succeeded in defeating a reduction In unemployment 
allowances proposed by the National government Tho 
great task In Great Britain at the present moment is 
the unification of all shades of opinion In an all- 
inclusive labour moT«ment.
